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PREFACE 



L HE FOLLOWING REQUEST was mailed to some 9m Nebraska 
readers: 

The Library of Congress, Center for the BooK, has 
designated 1989 as The Year of the Young Reader. 
The Committee for the Year of the Young Re^er at 
the Nebra^ library Commisston, as part <rf the 
year-long activities devoted to the promotion of 
reading among Nebraska's diildmi, is omiplling a 
book of fevorite Ixmhs of Nd»aska dti;%ns. 
Example l^ng the inspiration for learning, we feel 
that your heritage of reading for young Nrf>raskans 
is a valuable treasure. 

We would be pleased to have you submit to the 
committee three book titles which you have valued 
from (1) childhood (2) youth (3) adulthcwd, listing 
one title from each category. Give an author for 
each, if you can, and a brief description of its value 
for you. 

Over 300 responses to our request were received and comprise 
the text of Our Bojfcs, Our Wings. Nebraska's public librarians 
were asked to submit names from among their patrons and 
the rest were gathered from various occupations, geographic 
areas, and professions, with perhaps a slight emphasis on 
those whose task it is to know, interpret, and write books. 
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The minority of r^fKmdents probably am in an age range of 
40 through W years, with a few in the late teens, TOs and ^ 
agegrmip. E)k^ for small necessary editraial dtanges, the 
entries have be^ printed as msived^ %viddy miging between 
brevity and l^igth. More than a few readen^ expr^^ the 
difficulty of tte dltarg^ the pei^mal nature, erf naming a 
favorite or valued hwsk from thr^ erf life's ages, but the 
d^llenge was well met and evidently brou^t certain perscmal 
satisfaction and ei^ymoit In the recalling of memories 
and the significance of later reading. 

It must be c^^sen^ that Nd^raska readers are often passionate 
in their loyalty to their choi<^— as well as passionate in their 
disdain, in the case of one or two titles. Tl4se phrases are 
used by readers who have l^n '^called^^ by the authore of 
tiieir books:

the Natioml G^gmf^ Magazine, the Kansas City Star, Cap'xr's 
Weddy, Superboy comics, the Talmud, the Torah, ar.d the Bible . 

We leave it to the browser of Our Bwks, Our Winp to ojmpile 
his or her own list erf curious staHsttcs, notable omissions, or 
incomprehensible inclusions. However, we feel the following 
<*servation to be noteworthy. Shortly after the Nebraska 
Library Commission was established as a state agency in 1901, 
the librarian issued a list of recommended books as a first 
purchase for rural schools in which there were no books 
except text books and a dictionaiy. There were ten books on 
the list, the first two being Grimm's Fairy Tales and Uttk 
Women by Louisa May Alct>tt. The list also Included Anna 
Sewell's B/fld: Bmuty. It is interesting to note that Uttle Women 
and the fairy tales (Grimm and Perrault) lead the list of most 
frequently named titles with Black B&iuty high in the count. 
("Most Frequently Named Titles" section.) Whether the 
influence of the stale librarian has ojntinued through the years 
since 1901, or whether it has been the "call" of the fairy tales. 
Little Women and Black Bmuty, these stories have been 




ntemorable to Nd>raska's young readers throu^ several 
generations in the twentietit cenhiry. 

The narraHves induded here attest to the fact that ti\e readers 
have r^d :oy, Measure and excitement for understanding 
of one's life a 1 the wcnid, and that nmny Imvt been greatly 
influenced in their life's wwic by the books they have read.

I remember 
beii^ partiailaiiy exdted by Hawthorne's story, 
Fmthertop, and Stevenson's story The Strange Case of 
Dr. Jekyll and Mn Hyde. We also read poetry aloud. 
Among the family favorites were ^Ba^raFritchie'' 
by John Greenleaf Whittier, and ""The Village 
B2^fe$mj|&'byHenfyWadsivorth Longfellow. I read 
and loved all of the Penwd books by Booth 
Tarkington, and I discovered and was iFasdnated by 
Rudyard Kipling. 

It is impc^t^e to list all of the literature that we 
shared as a family. I remember reading aloud n^y 
erf the writii^ of Washington Irving, Sir Walter Scott 
and Rudyard IQpling. Memorization was eno^uraged 
(usually for a reward of ^me kind) and I suppose the 
earliest pc»nn I memorh^ was ""Alnm Ben Adhitn'' by 
Lei^ Hunt We did not law a television ^t uiiti""! I 
was in eighth grade, and it was u^ primarily to 
watch the news. We loved ghost stories, and 
frequently had *round robin^ stories, in which each of 
us wcHild have to make up a chapter. This continued 
throu^ our adult years, throu^Kmt my mother^s 
lifetime. Chapters would go back and forth, each of 
us trying to paint the successor into an imfK^ble 
comer. My sisters, my brother, and I have 
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discxmtinued this practice, thou^ peiiiaps we should 
resume it 

As a youth, I fell under tl^ spell of Mark Twain. I 
still believe that The Adumtur^ of Hucklsberry Finn 
may be amcmg the gieatest novels ever pn^iuc^ by 
anAmerii^. Of coui^ ! the woito of J.D. 
Salinger, and CS. I^wis. I discDvered TheA^^^tmes 
cf Sherlad^ H(^nm$, by Arthur C<man Etoyle, and 
discov^ed that by reading those lK^)ks I cmxld 
venture into Victorian En^and. I loved the way in 
which virtue and wisdom triumphed, and I still enjoy 
dto% boc^ I remraii^ particulariy tl^ first of 
William Shakespeare"? play that I read {TheMertAant 
afVeake) and the first of Chari^ Didcens' novels (A 
Tale €^ Two Cities). In each case, I knew that I was in 
the preseiure {tf a genuine master. Arthur Chesney 
Train's books alKHit E^suim Tutt were particularly 
d^rished. As a young adult I rrad m€^ of Ermst 
Hemingway, John Steinbedc and William FauUcner, 
before I di^vered a nund^ of fascinating works 
European lit^ture. FycKtor Dostoyevdgr astonished 
me, as did the works of Jean Paul Sartre, Albert 
Camus and Andre Gide. I return omstantly to the 
poetry and criticism of Yvor \^tere (who was my 
mentor at Stanford) and to the poetry of Allen Tate, 
Hart Crane, John Crowe Ranscmi and a few others. I 
have recently iediscx)vered the poetiy of William 
CuUen Bryant, and it seems better to me than it did 
when I first read it years ago. Other pc^ whom I 
read from time to time include William Butler Yeats, 
William Blake, John Donne, Ben Jonson and Emily 
Dickenson. I occasionally read from T.S. Eliot and 
Ezra Pound, and I recently re-read Samuel Johnson's 
''Preface'' to his Dtctionary the English language. 
It is as ma^ificent now as it was when I first read it, 
almost a third of a century ago. 
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I have r^rently re-r^ Ike Red Bm^ irf Cmmt^ by 
Stephen Dane aft» a hpx of many years, and I stUI 
teve it I am currently re-re^iing the pc^ms <rf 
Wallace Stevais* The^ poems contain a great deal of 
nonsen^, but there are moments of genuine brillance, 
and that imk^ Stevens worth reading.

Between those reading 
sessions and the reading boote my older brotiiers 
brought hcm\e from scIihdoI^ I learned (^taug|\t 
myself?) to read in the year before I started to sch<x)L 
By the tin^ I w^ ^ m seven, I OHild read myself 
n^t of the things my grandmother i^d to me. So 
my first memories ctf thin^ I could read were: (1) the 
news about tl^ developing war in Europe — f^tered 
my parents for ''a world^ (glot^) so I could find 
thin^ on ma{^ (2) the Unde Wiggly series by 
Howard Roger Garis; (3) the funny pape^ and (4) a 
lK)rribly radst series in the Cappefs Weekly called 
"^Little Brown Koko/ which I loved, made into a 
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scrapbook, and still have. Because we lived on a farm 
some miles from town. It was years and years before I 
discovered that I could dtedc out boc^ frwn the dty 
libraiy, so I simply rrad everything I rould get my 
hands on, and I read *ail ti% time." My mother had a 
couple of series of "romances* frcsn her youth — Mary 
Roberts Rinehart and James Oliver Curwoai. We had 
a huge copy crfa bto^aphy of Benjamin Franklin 
(pTck^y Cad Clinton Van Etoren's B^amia 
Fmnktin). We had a cc^y <rf Teddy Roosevelt's took, 
African Gan^ Trails, about hunting big game in 
Africa. We had about three books hy Horatio Alger, 
Jr., and somewhere or other I got hold of a couple by 
ZaneGrey. We todc the farm magazii^ and at least 
one newspaper. Wh«i I ojuld save a nickel and get to 
town I would buy <ms of the Street & Smith pulp 
magazii^ with sports Tories in them (how I wish my 
mother had not cleaned the attic and burned them up- 
tme day wimi 1 was in coUegelf). And I woriced very 
hard one spring selling prden seeds around the 
nei^bcHhood in order to take out my own 
subscription to the A merican Magazine so I could read 
tiw Nero W(^e mysteri^ Rot Stout. 

But Treasure Iskmdhy R(*ert Louis Stevenson was 
the sin^ book that I recall the most, and the one that 
made the greatest di^rencs to me. I suspect, 
however, that the influence it had was not so much 
the story or the quality erf the story or even the fact 
that it was a "children's book' as distinct from my 
usual fare or any such literary feahire of it at all; the 
reason it was so important was that it was the very 
first book that I "owned," that was "mine." I received 
it as a Christmas gift, probably when I was eight years 
old. I will never forget it, and the delicious terror of 
the tapping of Blind Pew's cane. 
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The Black Ros^ by Thomas Bertram Certain and Tfw 
fUtum of Native by Thmtm Hardy. A tie, I think. 
Duiii^ my hi^ sdiod and ^y cdlege days I 
continued my voracious aiui mis^Uanrous reading 
hali^ts.

But at^t my seomd year in coli^, I 
was flounderii^ anmnd trying to ^find* myself, trying 
to cho(^ among engineering, diemistry, and 
mathematics as my ^major" w\wn I encounteied these 
two books, the Certain book acxddentaUy as 
recreaticmal readii^ and then the Hardy book as an 
assignment in a literature dass. Son^Hng about the 
romance of the historical ''Maico Polo'^-type stoiy told 
by Costain matdied my ronmntic addes^^t idealism. 
It softened me up, I thbik^ for Eust^da Vy^, the 
reddleman, and Bemic^ Halbert to turn me into an 
English major — c^alnly one of the best things that 
ever happened to me.

In the final stages of ddng r^arch for a 
PhX>. dissertation <m John Krats' Tha»y Native 
Cap^rility, I had b^n employed by the Nd>raska 
CuiTicuIum Devek^mKfit Coiter to provide critical 
interi»etati(M» {tf a gr^t nun^jo- oi diildrrat's books 
and stories for curriculum cranmittees who were 
working to prepare a s^ies of units for use in 
elementary schools. The Wind in the Willows had 
been diosen by tiie committer to culminate a series of 
units on fable. I was prompted by Paul Olson to look 
for indications <tf a satire cm the sodal and political 
milieu of England at tite turn of the caituiy. Hius, I 
^roached the book with pr^nssived iK)tk»is^ the 
Kalpel of criti<^ analysis poised. But the diarm of 
the book immediately caf^ured m^ and by the time I 
finished the very finrf pa^, I had forgotten my aritical 
task completely. I loo had been working very hard, so 
pei1iai» I was ripe for capture; at any rate, I found in 
Mole a kindred spirit, and the first paragraph of the 
book represented my situation almc»t precisely. 

"The Mole had h^n working veiy hard all morning, 
spring-cleaning his little home. Firet with brooms, 
then with dusters, then on ladders and st^ and 
chairs, with a brush and a pail of whitewash; till he 
had dust in his throat and eyes, and splashra of 
whitewash all over his black fur, and an adiing back 
and weary arms. Spring was moving in the air above 
and in the earth below and around him, penetrating 
even his dark and tewly little house with its spirit of 
divine discontent and longing. It wns a small wonder, 
then, that he suddenly flung down his brush on the 
floor, said 'Bother!' and also 'Hang spring-cleaning!' 
and bolted out of the house without even waiting to 
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put on his coat Somethli^ up above was calling him 
imperiously^ and he made for tiie steep little tunnel 
which answered in hb case to the gravell^i 
carriageKirive o%imed i^ anin^ds whc^ r^dences are 
nearer to the sun and air. Sd^^rap^ami 
scratdted imd scrabble and scroc^ed^ and then he 
scroc^ed again and scraU>i€d and ^:mtched and 
scraped^ wcHidng bu^ with his litUe {^ws and 
muttering to hinu^. Up we go! Up we gof till at 
last, pop! his snout otme out into the sunlight, and he 
found him^f itdling in the warm gras® of a great 
meadow, litis is fine!" 1^ said to him^lf. 'Tliis is 
better than whitew^tingf' 

And I said to myself^ ^Ah^ this is fine! This man can 
writef^ Grahame's incantatory power called me 
imperiously, and I n>Iied in its sunlight and warm 
^ass without pause until the book was finished^ 
banishing all tiiou^ts of literary structures, politics, 
and social history. ^^H^e the summer was over, I 
decided that diildren's lit^ture was mudi more fon 
than Keats more fun tl^ ^sdiolarship^ about 
Keats). I digged my di^rtati<m toj^ and my life. 
(Lesson to you: Never allow an En^ish professor 
with a computer to make ^comments."" I am now 
able, with o^mparative ea%, to say in four pages what 
any normal person can say in one.)

London 
developed an early taste for reading that led him into 
his writing carrer. At the hei^t of his fame, he was 
the highest-paid and mc^t popularly known of living 
literaiy figures. Lcmdon wrote about where he'd been 
and what he'd done around the world. He wrote 
alK>ut lifo as it is for millions (rf peopIe««.base, brutal 
and (^en deadly. His i»veb and short stori^ dealt 
with adventurous druggies and the personal struggles 
erf individuals. In Martin Eden he showed that 
perseverance is important in any worthwhile venture. 
I've been influenced in my own writing by his style 
and manner of writing alKiut actual events in a 
fictional setting and throu^ fictional charactei^. 



Crime am Punishment by Fyodor Dostoyevsky. 
Dostoye\ ky, the Russian writer who overcame a

This requ^t that ^emed ^ simple tum^ out to be 
quite a dtallenge — electing one valued book titk from 
dtildhood, youth, and adulthood.

So I quite ratiorudly devised criteria: that 
I selected the book, either reading it independently or 
re-reading it after a da^ assignment %vas completed; 
that it made a lasHiig impi ession, so that I vividly 
remember the ocperience of it today; and that in some 
way it changed my life. So much for formal criteria, 
which finally have little to do with something so 
pem>nal as selectii^ fevorite books. It is a bit like 
asking a parent to name her/his favorite child. Such a 
(^m>nai anak^ is where I aided, for the more I 
thought about your question, the more I heard it as if 
I were a child., and as if you are asking me to name 
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books that became a "best friend." Ard suddenly that 
made it easy for me. For I do think of books as 
acquaintance^ some erf whom become best friends. 
Nancy Dmu mystery stories by Can^yn Keene—the 
whole senc». I ran't for the Ufe of me remember a 
sn^e (AcA, HnHig^ I rem«nber scmiething about 
hidden steircases and dd dodts. More than that, I 
rememl^ reading *just one nwre diaf^er*' late at 
night knowing I should turn my li^t olf but wanting 
to learn what would l^ppen n**-* i now believe that 
the dependability of the fcmnula plot was reassuring 
to me when I was in fifth & sixth grades, anticipating 
changes that came with entering junior high and 
growing up. And I believe that young giris in the 
fifties found wiUi Nancy and her ^'churns" values that 
the women's movement was to articulate later— of 
friendship and independence. 



The Crapes (rfWmA by John Steinbeck was a novel I 
lacked up by routine browsing in a nei^boriicxKl 
bookmc^ik^ and raw that quite simply bowled me 
over. As people my age rerr ^mber where we were 
when President Kenn^y was sh(A, I remember where 
I was when I first read of The Grap^ofWraA.

Gather's Bcticm sustains long and dose 
familiarity. It has been for some years now the ftKus 
of my teaching and scholar^p. So far as the single 
title — ^OM Mrs. ffems^ in tte volume (M^cme 
Destirdes would be my choice, a story about a family 
as a group, and alxnit the people in it who are 
growing up and g^wing old.
